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J-M labor dispute settled 


Union OKs contract; 
500 go back to work

Chemical union workers last night 
ratified a new three-year labor contract 
with Johns-Manville Corp 
ending a 
bitter nine-week combination lockout- 
strike 
Workers were back on the job for the 
early shift today Paul Burnum, director 
of employe relations for J-M said most 
of the workers would return this week 
but that a few would defer their return 
until the first of next week because of 
personal problems “ Everything is back 
into production and everything seems 
okay,” Burnum said He said he had no 
estimate of what the work stoppage had 
cost the company except that it had cost 
“ a lot,” exclusive of the estimated $1.7 
million that the salary package will 
come to over three years. An estimated 
500 workers are covered by the contract 
Leadership of Local 146. International 
Chemical Workers Union joined others 
in acclaiming the end to the dispute, but 
a statement issued this morning made it 
clear where they think the blame for the 
halt in production lies: “ The union feels 
that the ugly events of the past nine 
weeks could have been avoided had 
Johns-Manville management negotiated 
in good faith at the beginning The 
responsibility 
for 
the 
economic 
hardships 
placed 
upon 
the 
union 
members and the community at large 
must be borne solely by the company,” 
it said. 
The statement was hand 
delivered to the Record by Tom McCall, 
local president, and John Hannah, union 
publicity chief 
Workers ratified the new pact last 
night in an historic mass meeting at 
Lompoc High School Here is what they 
approved as set forth in a memorandum 
of settlement which was approved and 
signed in Los Angeles Monday Details 
of the settlement were hammered out in 
a four-hour meeting attended by A В 
Merchant senior vice president in 
charge of employe relations for J M; 
Art Woods, international vice president 
of the union; and Frank Allen, federal 
mediator. 


Effective Feb 3, 1975 union workers 
will receive a 14-cent hourly increase; a 


cost of living increase of 17 cents an 
hour; a cost of living increase fold-m of 
20 cents an hour; an increase of major 
medical benefits to $25,000, $6 per 
month for all years of service; a non­ 
incentive adjustment of 10 cents an hour 
for janitors, laborers and gardeners; a 
non-incentive adjustment of 15 cents an 
hour 
for 
all 
other 
non-incentive 


workers; sick leave of six days a year 
with a possible accumulation of 15 days; 
an agreement by the company to pay 
$18 63 a month for a dental plan, the cost 
of living program to continue in effect 
with an added adjustment of three cents 
on May 1, 1975; a further two cents on 
Aug I, 1975 and a final adjustment of 
two cents on Feb 1,1976 
On the first anniversary of ratification 
workers will receive an hourly increase 
of 13 cents and a cost of living fold-m of 
14 cents 
Effective on the second anniversary of 
ratification workers will receive a 13 
cent hourly increase and on a shift 
differential recognition, 14 cents hourly 
for swing shift workers and 28 cents 
hourly for graveyard. 
Additionally the settlement includes 
an agreement that “ the Gene Mitty 
discharge will be processed through the 
grievance procedure up to and including 
arbitration ” (Mitty was discharged 
from employment on Dec 28. 1974, for 


allegedly pointing what turned out to be 
a non-operative rifle at a car proceeding 
through the picket line at the company 's 
main 
gate. 
Prior 
to 
Monday’s 
agreement, the company had been 
adamant 
in opposition 
to rehiring 
Mitty.) 
Additionally the company and the 
union agree to withdraw or drop all 


outstanding charges or lawsuits in 
proceedings of the National Labor 
Relations Board and the courts. 
The 
agreement 
also 
includes 
a 
stipulation by the company: “ It is not 
the intent of the company to take any 
disciplinary action against any employe 
for any strike activity. If any action is 
taken it shall be subject to the grievance 
and arbitration procedure.” 
Although representatives of both sides 
signed the agreement, they disagreed 
down to the wire on the real economic 
impact of the settlement The company 
says the total economic package will 
increase the worker’s real salary an 
amount equivalent to $1.72 an hour; 
union officials stopped talking about the 
differences late in the negotiations, but 
earlier contended the real increase was 
in varying amounts ranging from $1.25 
to $1.45 an hour. 
The settlement was good news of a 
different sort for some J-M employes, 
whose families had incurred medical 


expenses at Lompoc Hospital McCall 
said the company medical plans would 
pay retroactively for some of the 
expenses even though the expenses were 
incurred during a time when the 
company had announced it had dropped 
the insurance coverage as one of the 
stresses of the labor dispute. 
The dispute really began on Oct. 24 


when the old contract expired Workers 
rejected a “ final” offer by the company 
only hours before, but vowed to remain 
on the job while their union leaders 
negotiated a new pact. Morale was 
running high on both sides. It was 
common to hear one side or the other 
proclaim “ We re not mad at anyone, 
we’re still friends.” 
Stresses of the relationship and 
failures 
at 
the 
bargaining 
table, 
however, began to chip away at the 
goodwill. Finally after an ultimatum by 
the company to sign the “ final” offer by 
Saturday, Dec. 7, the company closed its 
doors on Dec. 9 to all except salaried 
and supervisory personnel. 
The 
action 
precipitated 
union 
picketing even though it was a lockout 
and within hours there were incidents 
reported on Miguelito Canyon Road, 
immediately south of the City of 
Lompoc boundary at Willow Avenue. An 
estimated 20 persons were arrested for 
allegedly obstructing traffic and still 


await disposition of their cases in 
Lompoc Justice Court 
There were some reported cases of 
rock and clod throwing and other 
incidents including some mass picket 
lines, that spurred the company to ask 
for and get a temporary restraining 
order limiting picketing and generally 
prohibiting certain types of union 


activity within a wide perimeter of J- 
M’s property. 
Both sides had taken off the gloves by 
that time and the original cordiality was 
no more. An indication of how far 
goodwill had slipped was seen in the 
comment of one leader that “ a five 
minute negotiating session was all it 
took, because we didn’t have much to 
say to each other.” The comment was in 
response to a suggestion that the 
combined negotiating group of about 25 
persons would need more than the five 
minutes 
just 
to 
exchange 
the 
felicitations of the moment. 
Finally on Jan. 17 the company 
announced 
that

day, Saturday, Jan 18. After a brief 
meeting between company and union in 
the J-M Club on Chestnut Avenue, a

Monday, Jan 20 McCall and some of his 
top aides were enroute north for a 
strategy session with unionists at J-M’s 
Stockton plant when the lockout ended in 
Lompoc Union Vice President Charles 
Battle was in command in McCall’s 
absence Some workers trickled back to 
the plant on Jan 20, and probably some 
more on Jan 21, but that night the union 
voted that the terms of the company’s 
callback were not satisfactory and that 
the lockout, in the union’s view, would 
continue. Company officials however 
called the status, that of a strike rather 
than a lockout, and the state apparently 
agreed, 
because 
the 
Employment 
Development Department canceled the 
workers’ eligibility for the $90 a week 
unemployment checks they had been 
receiving The union was also hit by a 
cancellation of medical benefits, by the 
company, an action that posed a threat 
to the physical welfare of the workers 
and their dependents. 
Wages and fringe benefits were issues 
all along, but the bitterest opposition 
centered on the status of Mitty and on 
the method used by the company to 
compute the cost of living increases. 
It was against this background of 
worsening 
conditions 
that 
the 
settlement was finally signed Readers 
will recall almost as well as workers 
and company officials the frustrations 
along the way. There was the failure of a 
hastily thrown together negotiating 
session in the J-M Club on Jan. 29 when 
both 
sides 
thought 
they 
had 
an 
agreement in their hands and found they 
didn’t But the real crusher came a week 
earlier on Jan 23, when representatives 
of the two sides met in company with a 
federal mediator for 16 heart-wrenching 
hours only to wind up on the rocks of 
disagreement Woods precipitated anend 
to 
the 
marathon 
negotiations 
by 
abruptly walking out. 
Fittingly enough it was Woods who 
participated in the final successful 
rapprochement along with the federal 
mediation service and key negotiator 
Marchant himself. When the end finally 
came it was generally agreed that both 
sides wanted it and both sides had 
compromised

Jackson’s entry would leave one 
major element missing — Gov. George 
Wallace 
of 
Alabama, 
whose 
1972 
campaign 
ended 
in 
a 
crippling 
assassination attempt. Wallace, still not 
declared, is staying in a position to 
enter, and his strong standing in national 
public opinion “ trial heats” put him in 
the front rank of potential Democratic 
candidates. 


Jackson, 62, has been regarded one of 
the leaders for the nomination since Sen. 
Edward Kennedy, D-Mass., took himself 
out of 1976 presidential speculation last 
fall. The withdrawal of Sen. Walter 
Mondale, D-Minn., who had been seen as 


a candidate of the party’s liberal wing, 
further 
enhanced 
Jackson’s 
status 
among political handicappers. 
Jackson was elected to the House in 
1940 and won the first of four Senate 
terms in 1952. Regarded as one of the 
most effective senators, he is chairman 
of the Senate Interior Committee and 
has been involved in energy legislation 
for years. 


He also has supported a strong U.S. 
defense establishment and a firmly anti­ 
communist foreign policy. He was one 
of the senators behind the demand that 
Russia permit more Jewish emigration 
to get a trade agreement. 


On domestic issues, Jackson generally 
has supported liberal proposals, and has 
a perfect record of backing legislation 
sought by organized labor. 
Jackson’s political strengths for the 1976 


nomination center on the Democratic 
Party’s “ regular” and “ old liberal” 
wings. 
Despite 
some 
recent disa­ 
greements, he probably will continue to 
be strongly supported by the AFL-CIO.

WASHINGTON 
(U PI) — Defense 
Secretary James R. Schlesinger warned 
today that Congress had better wake up 
to Russia’s growing military might and 
pass the administration’s $93 billion 
arms budget for fiscal 1976. 
“ I believe we can get them to pass 
that budget, ” he said despite indications 
the young and liberal 94th Congress will 
chop back the record request in favor of 
domestic programs such as Social 
Security and welfare. 
The “ real size” of the Defense 
Department has been cut 42 per cfcnt by 
inflation and Congress since 1968 while 
the Russians are spending more and 
more on weapons, he said. 
Schlesinger also 
said 
lawmakers 
should approve President Ford’s $300 
million in emergency military aid for 
South Vietnam and refused to predict 
when the South Vietnamese may no 
longer require U.S. arms aid. 


He conceded such aid might be needed 
for another 10 to 15 years, but “ it is very 
improbable.” 
The outspoken Cabinet member was 
interviewed on the NBC-TV Today 
program and sharply defended the $93 
billion arms request by President Ford 
for the fiscal year starting July 1. 
“ Since fiscal 1968, the real size of the 
Defense Department has been cut by 42 
per cent — partly through congressional 
cuts and to a larger extent inflation,” 
said Schlesinger. 
“ The Soviets during this period that 
we have shrunk by 42 per cent, have 
been adding in real terms to their budget 
by 3, 4, 5 per cent... I am not concerned 
particularly about the balance today. It 
is the trends in the defense budget which 
will 
inevitably 
lead 
to 
Soviet 
preponderance 
in 
the 
Eastern 
Hemisphere 
if they 
(budget cuts) 
continue ”

The United States said today oil 
producing nations have driven up the 
price for energy “ unsupportably high” 
and industrialized nations must retaliate 
by 
developing 
substitute 
energy 
resources at all cost 


Speaking in Paris, Assistant Secretary 
of State for Economic Affairs Thomas 
O. Enders served notice the United 
States will sit down with the oil 
producers for global bargaining only 
after the industrialized nations close 
ranks on joint energy development and 
conservation. 


“ The oil producers must realize that 
they have driven up the price of oil 
unsupportably high,” Enders told a 
press luncheon. “ The consuming nations 
cannot accept indefinitely their position 
of 
vulnerability 
to 
oil 
price 
fluctuations.” 
The U.S. diplomat predicted Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger’s latest 
proposal to establish a floor price for 
imported oil and develbp domestic 
energy potentials would be adopted by 
the International Energy Agency, a 
Paris-based 
body 
of 
18 
leading 
industrialized nations. 
The IEA ’s governing board, to which 
he 
submitted 
the 
Kissinger 
plan 
Wednesday, has shown interest in it, 


Enders said, although energy-poor Italy 
and Japan reportedly frowned on a 
substantial floor price for oil. 
In other oil developments: 
—Exxon Vice President Donald M. 
Cox said in Caracas it was unreasonable 
to think that the United States could be 
selfsufficient in oil by 1980. Cox also said 
he 
hoped 
Exxon’s 
Venezuelan 
subsidiary, Creole Petroleum Corp., 
would have a role to play in Venezuela 
after the industry is nationalized this 
year. 
—The Soviet Union has high hopes that 
its Pacific shelf, which it plans to 
prospect with a $100 million Japanese 
loan, will prove rich in oil deposits, 
deputy Foreign Trade Minister Vladimir 
Sushkov said in Moscow. 
—Czech sources said in Prague Russia 
is planning to gradually double the price 
of oil it sells to East European allies 
from $3 to $6 per barrel. 
—The Kuwaiti newspaper A1 Qabas 
said Kuwait will sign a one-year 
delivery agreement worth $185 million 
with U.S.-owned Exxon. A1 Qabas said 
Exxon will buy 50,000 barrels of Kuwaiti 
crude per day at a price of $10.365 per 
barrel. 
—A Beirut newspaper said Saudi 
Arabia called off a big oil deal with 
France after France balked at building a 
refinery in Saudi Arabia.

Move on to shut down 
offshore oil leasing 


Senator Alan Cranston (D- 
Calif ) 
has 
co-sponsored 
legislation 
placing a limited 
moratorium on new offshore oil 
leases and empowering the 
federal government to direct 
all future exploration instead of 
turning it over to private firms 
as at present. 
Oil 
comoan ies 
would 
be 
called in “ where development 
is 
deemed 
appropriate,” 
Cranston said, but “ all data 
acquired by exploration with 
public funds would be made 
public and available to all 
bidders for development leases 
on an equal basis.” 
Though lease sales presently 
scheduled for 1975 and beyond 
would 
be 
canceled 
upon 
enactment of the legislation, 
Cranston 
said, 
“ the 
moratorium on conventional 
leasing would not necessarily 
cause a delay in the discovery 
of and subsequent development 
— if desired — of new offshore 
oil and gas deposits." 
The moratorium applies in 
areas not previously leased and 
where development would be 
hazardous. The bill authorizes 
the 
federal government to 
contract-out 
exploration, 
replacing the present practice 
under which oil companies do 
their 
own 
exploration 
and 
retain proprietary control over 
the scientific findings. 
The bill leaves open “ a wide 
range of 
leasing options,” 
including bonus and royalty 
bidding, profit sharing and 
work programs, Cranston said. 
He 
said 
he 
prefers 
the 
royalty bidding system, “ with 
a sliding scale of decreasing 
royalty payments to provide an 
incentive for recovery of as 
much 
of 
the 
resource 
as 
possible and to guard against 
premature abandonment of the 
lease.” 
The bill calls for a total 
authorization of $200 million for 
fiscal years 1976 and 1977 for 
federally-sponsored 
exploration 
The measure, introduced by 
Senator Ernest F Hollings (D , 
S.C.), chairman of the National

NASA unveils full scale model 
of Space Shuttle orbiter craft 


DOWNEY, Calif. (U P Ij - 
The Space agency has unveiled 
a full size model of a “ space 
repair truck” that will be able 
to rocket up to ailing satellites 
m the future, and fix them in 
orbit, saving billions of dollars 
in launch costs 
Rockwell International and 
NASA officials showed report­ 
ers the model space shuttle 
Wednesday, pointing out its 
ability to do “ roadside main­ 
tenance.” 
The space shuttle, now being 
developed, will be able to be 
launched 
into 
orbit, 
place 
satellites or do other space 
tasks, and then can be fiown 
back to earth like a plane 
and used again, replacing the 
expensive “ one-shot” vehicles 
used today. 
Initially, it was thought that 


the shuttle could rendezvous 
with 
satellites 
in 
need of 
repair, pluck them out of orbit 
and into its cargo area and 
return 
them 
to 
earth 
for 
repairs, saving the cost of 
making and launching a new 
satellite. 
Nasa estimated that would 
save $7 billion over 12 years. 
But NASA engineers at the 
Goddard Space Flight Center in 
Greenbelt, Md., and private 
manufacturers 
developed 
a 
way to repair satellites in orbit, 
saving the relaunch cost. 
The plan, which worked on 
the model Wednesday, involves 
building satellites with replaca- 
ble modules, or “ drawers” of 
components. 


The crew of the shuttle, after 
snagging 
the 
satellite 
and 


hauling it into the cargo bay 
with a long manipulator arm, 
will be able to work on it with 
remote control tools guided by 
closed circuit television eyes. 
The “ drawer” containing the 
faulty 
component 
can

removed, a replacement inser­ 
ted, and the satellite returned 
to orbit. 
Dr. Robert Wilson of NASA 
said the “ roadside maintenan­ 
ce pian would cost only 68 per 
cent as much as bringing 
satellites to earth for repairs 
and relaunching them.

When preparing to cook 
slightly knead the mixture and separate the mixture into 
portions slightly larger than a golf ball. Form and shape 
into patties or balls.nFry 
at medium heat in enough shortening to cover patties, 
cooking until golden brown (approximately 7 minutes.) 
They will begin to float in the shortening when done. 
Yield — 14 corn cakes.

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Raymond Procunier 
Tough prison guard now has 
job of letting convicts free 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) — Raymond Procunier, the tough up- 
from the ranks prison guard who operated the state corrections 
system for the past seven years, now is in charge of freeing 
convicts he once locked up. 
As Gov Edmund G. Brown Jr .’s powerful new chairman of the 
Adult Authority, he favors telling inmates as soon as possible 
when they can go home but supports keeping the controversial 
“ indeterminate sentence” law. 
Procunier, 51, director of corrections under Gov. Ronald 
Reagan during the violent prison upheavals of the late 1960s and 
early 1970s, was appointed chairman of the parole board 
Wednesday by Brown. 


Brown appointed another veteran corrections official, Jiro 
“ Jerry” Enomoto, a prison warden, to succeed Procunier as 
prisons chief at an annual salary of $37,212 Enomoto, a Japanese- 
American interned by the U.S. during World War II, is a 
Democrat. 
Procunier, a former prison guard and 26-year veteran of the 
department, will receive $32,556 a year at his new post as 
chairman of the eight-member board. He is not registered with 
political party. 
In advance of the Nov. 5 gubernatorial election, Procunier said 
that he would not seek reappointment as corrections director 
regardless of whom won 


The blunt-spoken, chainsmoking Procunier has drawn fire from 
the political right as “ too soft” and from the left as “ too tough.” 
In an interview shortly after announcement of the appointment, 
he said he opposed scrapping the “ indeterminate sentence” law, 
for years a target of penal reformers. 
“ We don’t need to get rid of it,” he said “ It’s a perfect system, 
I just think it can be administered better and I’m willing to give it 


a try. If it doesn’t work, then I think somebody ought to talk about 
changing it.” 
Under the law, a criminal can be sentenced to prison to serve 
from perhaps one year to life by a judge. The Adult Authority 
decides when he can be released between one third of the 
minimum term up to the full maximum. 
Critics contend that a situation where an offender fails to know 
his release date creates uncertainty, despair and hopelessness and 
contributes to prison violence 
“ I don’t believe in limiting administrative prerogatives if you 
don’t have to and that’s what (repeal) legislation would do,” 
Procunier said. 
Procunier said as chairman he “ will work for getting as many 
guys their ‘time’ as quickly as humanly possible.” 
“ I ’m not talking about shortening ‘time,’ get that clear, or 
lengthening it, or setting their ‘times’ so they can go home 
quicker,” he stressed. “ I ’m talking about letting a guy known as 
quickly as possible when he can go home if he keeps his nose 
clean.” 
Procunier noted that he had been “ critical as hell of the Adult 
Authority and now I ’ve got to put my money where my mouth is. 
That’s one of the reasons I took the job.” 
Sen. H.L. Richardson of Arcadia, a conservative Republican 
who repeatedly called on Reagan to fire Procunier, met privately 
with Procunier in the lawmaker’s office for 15 minutes 
Wednesday. 
Richardson said Brown had called in advance to personally 
inform him of the appointment and said he told the governor he 
was “ not too pleased” with the Procunier news. 
Later, Richardson told newsmen he would give Brown three 
months to layout his penal policies while “ I ’ll sit back and hold my 
fire.” 


Cities warn of 'astronomical' taxes

The officials also predict 
binding arbitration provisions 
in the sweeping measure will 
mean cutbacks in vital public 
services and encourage strikes 
among 15 million state and 
local workers. 
The charges were leveled at 
a news conference Wednesday 
called 
by 
the 
League 
of 
California Cities to announce 
its opposition to the legislation. 
The league represents every 
incorporated city in the state. 


If public strikes allowed 


While conceding they were 
not “ optimistic” about defeat­ 
ing 
the 
bill 
(SB275), 
the 
officials agreed the “ possibility 
should 
be 
considered” 
of 
resorting to a referendum or an 
initiative to repeal the measure 
if it becomes law 


“ It’s enactment will result in 
astronomical tax increase,” 
said San Diego Mayor Pete 
Wilson, a league vice president. 
“ This 
legislation 
virtually 
makes a mockery of local 
school board and city and 
county elections.” 


The measure by Sen. Ralph 
Dills, 
D-Gardena, 
would 


permit collective bargaining, 
set up a state board to oversee 
lengthy 
mediation 
and 
factfinding, sanction limited 
strikes 
and 
lockouts 
and 
impose binding arbitration to 
settle disputes. 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr 
previously 
said 
he 
would 
support a collective bargaining 
bill, but has not specifically 
endorsed Dills’ measure. 
However, 
Democratic 
legislative leaders support the 
legislation which would cover 
teachers, police and firemen, 
transit 
workers 
and 
city, 
county and state employes. 
Appearing with Wilson at the 


news conference were South 
San 
Francisco 
Fire 
Chief 
L aw ren ce 
Toellner, 
Sacramento Mayor Rochard 
Marriott and Santa Cruz Police 
Chief GenoPini. 
They warned the bill “ opens 
a pandora's box” that would 
strip public officials of tradi­ 
tional prerogatives by broaden­ 
ing the scope of negotiations 
to include such issues as the 
level of public service, work 
shifts and equipment use. 
In addition, they charged the 
measure unfairly handcuffed 
public agencies by excluding 
only top officials from collec­ 
tive bargaining, substantially 
restricting an agency’s ability 
to provide services during a 
dispute. 


Kids7 labels often their biggest handicap 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
labels that society places on 
millions of children are often 
more harmful than helpful, a 
report issued today by the 
Department of Health, Educa­ 
tion, and Welfare concludes. 
Labels like “ handicapped,” 
“ low 
income,” 
“ retarded,” 
“ culturally 
disadvantaged,” 
‘ delinquent,” “ slow learner” 
or “ hearing impaired” may 
make it easier for a teacher or 
social worker to excuse the 
inability to help a child, it said 
But these simplified labels 
often mask real needs that 
children have. The report cited 
these hypothetical cases: 
—Jane shows up on summary 


school 
records 
and 
state 
reports as “ mentally retarded- 
educable ” 
What 
is 
not 
recorded is that Jane cannot 
read, that she is attractive and 
pleasant, that she needs dental 
care and that she is very good 
with children and has held a 
child care job with a family for 
five years 
No record of services needed. 
—John shows up in similar 
reports as emotionally distur­ 
bed. What is not recorded is 
that his father is an alcoholic 
who tyrannized his home for 
years. Nor is it recorded that 
John makes movies of remark­ 
able perceptiveness 
Again no record of services 


needed 
—Bill is reported as visually 
handicapped, which he is. What 
is not recorded is that Bill is a 
diabetic, has an IQ of at least 
160 and is a superb musician. 
No record of services needed 
These are complex individu­ 
als and their needs are lost by a 
simplistic labeling system, said 
the report, prepared for HEW 
by a Vanderbilt University 
team headed by psychologist 
Nicholas Hobbs 
The pain was described in the 
study by an institutionalized, 
retarded youth: “ They take me 
as if I ’m not a smart person. I 
mean they act like I don't 
understand things, which I do 


understand things. That’s a 
terrible thing; I ’d never do that 
to anybody. I ’d rather be dead 
than have people act like I ’m 
not a smart person.” 
While not completely reject­ 
ing classification, the study 
concluded that sometimes such 
labeling can help get children 
the 
services their problem 
needs. 
“ On the other hand,” the 
report continued, a label “ can 
blight the life of a child, reduce 
opportunity, diminish his confi­ 
dence and self-esteem, alienate 
him from others, nurture a 
meanness of spirit, and make 
him less a person than he could 
become.” 


Dean postpones $100,000 speaking tour

tor John Dean, whose $100,000 
nationwide college lecture tour 
has sparked controversy on 
several campuses, flew to the 
West Coast Wednesday after 
receiving a report that his 
mother-in-law was seriously ill. 
Dean postponed three sche­ 
duled speeches, including an 
appearance Wednesday night 
at Illinois State University in 
Normal. 
He was also scheduled to 
speak at Central Michigan 
University in Mount Pleasant, 
Mich., tonight and at Oakland 
University in Rochester, Mich., 
on Friday, but rescheduled 
these for later in the month. 
Dean, former special counsel 
to Richard Nixon, recently was 
released 
from prison after 
serving 
seven 
months 
for 
conspiracy in the Watergate 


case. 
Dean was notified in Cleve­ 
land that his mother-in-law, 
Mrs. Sidney Kane of Mar Vista, 
Calif., was seriously ill, and 
following an appearance at 
Cleveland Marshall law school, 
he flew to Los Angeles. 
All tickets had been spoken 
for in the 3,500-seat auditorium 
at Illinois State, Dean’s only 
stop 
in 
Illinois, 
a 
school 
spokesman said. 
School officials said there 
were few protests about his 
appearance at ISU. However, 
students at every stop on his

tour so far have asked Dean if 
he feels it is right that he is 
profiting from Watergate since 
he was convicted for his part in 
it. 


Dean has said he doesn’t 
believe crime pays and that he 
might cancel his six-week tour 
if the furor over his fees 
becomes too great. He has been 
charging $3,500 to $4,000 for 
each appearance. 


A small group of pickets had 


planned to greet Dean on the 
Central Michigan campus, and 
a radio station, WCHP, had 
urged students to boycott the 
event.

MINNEAPOLIS (UPI) - More than

He 
blasted us, saying we’ve grown 
jaded because, ‘‘We’ve come to 
demand fantastic excellence 
and way-out attractions It is 
not a healthy situation.”

But Lamar Hunt may not so 
much be brooding over the 
future of society as he is the 
future of Lamar Hunt and his 
ilk 
Hunt owns the Kansas City 
Chiefs football team, the World 
Championship Tennis tour, the 
Dallas Tornadoes soccer team, 
part of the Chicago Bulls 
basketball team, and assorted 
stocks and bonds and oil wells 
and real estate and business 
holdings and liquid assets, little 
lagniappes 
begun 
from 
his 
father’s $5 billion estate. 
Mostly, though, Lamar Hunt 
is in the business of making the 
rich richer. 
For the first time in 10 years, 
the K.C. Chiefs had a losing 
record and developed a minor 
attendance problem Hunt then 
ran Hank Stram, his coach for 
all those previously successful 
seasons, out of town. 
‘‘The team’s 
record 
was 
affecting ticket sales ... We 
simply cannot afford to be 
average,” said Lamar Hunt 
“ We 
have 
tremendous 
obligations 
in 
regard 
to 
Arrowhead Stadium We have 
to fill it .. Hank’s a fine man 
and a fine coach, but we felt a 
change was necessary.” 
Follow9 Hunt’s team did not 
sell out every game for one 
season because he admittedly 
was 
offering 
the 
fans 
an 
inferior product. Hunt then did 
not earn the sumptuous sums 
this money-logged scion has 
always been accustomed to 
Therefore society, not Hunt, is 
jaded Certainly. 
Lamar Hunt tells us we have 
come 
to demand 
fantastic 
excellence and way-out attrac-

tions Is he saying that mere 
winning teams equals “ fan­ 
tastic excellence?” Also, does 
one detect a note of envy that

(For wasn’t his 
own new Arrowhead Stadium 
in K C. billed as one of the 
handful of wonders of the 
modern world?) 
Besides, way-out attractions 
are hardly new stuff They are 
as old as jaded societies, from 
the Circus Maximus to bear 
baiting to cock fighting.

“They were (note the 
hopeful past tense) in it to 
promote and sell franchises 
and then leave town.” Hunt is 
as enormously wealthy as he is 
enormously forgetful. He was 
one of the important financiers

Hunt's Dallas 
franchise was foundering in its 
first year, it scurried out of 
town to Kansas City.

Hunt’s WCT. He of course sees 
little future for WTT.

Hunt concludes, ‘The trouble 
is, the search for something 
new, something bigger has 
brought us to where we are. 
Too many leagues, too many 
players, too much greed.”

CONCORD - (LENS) - The 
Joint Military Liaison Com­ 
mittee has been meeting at 
Hanscom Air Force Base for 
three years. 
The National Guard has been 
asked to help with rope, 
barrels, ambulances, walkie- 
talkies and equipment for 
emergency evacuation. 
'Hie Red Cross is ready to 
man first aid stations The fire­ 
fighters w ill be spotted 
strategically about the area. 
An emergency operations 
center will be headquarters for 
communications. Help has been 
requested from two Senators, 
the governor, the state com­ 
missioner of public safety and 
the Defense Department. 
Is it war? 
No — celebration! 
Thus the Massachusetts 
towns of Concord and Lexington 
are preparing anxiously to 
receive the crowds they expect 
to come pouring in on them on 
April 19,1975, the 200th anniver­ 
sary of the start of the 
American Revolution: 
“ the 
shot heard round the world.’ ” 
Two of the most picturesque 
spots in all New England. Lex­ 
ington and Concord still argue 
amiably over which deserves 
first honors for the opening gun 
(the first colonials were killed 
at dawn on Lexington Green; 
the first redcoats at Concord’s 
North Bridge later the same 
day). 
But both towns are as one in 
their passionate preoccupation 
with preserving the historical 
relics they have inherited, free 


from commercialization. 
In addition to the ceremonies 
that take place every year at 
the North Bridge and at Lex­ 
ington Green, the residents of 
Concord and Lexington are in­ 
creasing their traditional ac­ 
tivities of restoration and, from 
a poster contest in Lexington to 
a memorial chorale for Con­ 
cord, they aim at a thoughtful 
recollection of the ideals their 
ancestors fought for 
Virtually every activity is 
voluntary, and of necessity. 
Retired Lt. Col. Robert Tarlin. 
the veteran of World War II and 
Korea who is co-ordinating Lex- 
ington’s celebration, says: 
“ The town has appropriated 
$125,000 for the Bicentennial, 
and 90 per cent of that is for 
protection , our biggest problem 
will be police ” 
His fears are not unfounded, 
given the precedent of the 1875 
centennial celebration 
Vying 
for attention, Lexington and 
Concord both invited President 
Ulysses S. Grant, as well as a 
b e w ild e rin g 
a rra y 
of 
dignitaries, and despite the 
most elaborate preparations 
they were all but swamped in 
the crowds. An anticipated 20,- 
000 visitors quickly grew to 50,- 
000 
The presidential railway car 
could not move from Concord to 
Lexington. Those who got into 
the towns could not depart. And 
the hungry hordes converged on 
the grand dinner tent and 
stripped the plates of food 
before the guests could arrive. 
The Boston Daily News of April 
21, 1875, concluded: “ There is 


no difficulty now in understan­ 
ding the early and hurried 
retreat of the British from Con­ 
cord and Lexington to Boston 
They were level headed.*’ 


Once again, Concord and Lex­ 
ington have invited the Presi­ 
dent and. although they have 
grown eight and 10 times 
respectively in the ensuing cen­ 
tury, they are still little better 
equipped to handle large 
numbers of visitors than they 
were 100 years ago; there are 
traffic jams in their narrow, 
winding streets for the simplest 
occasion, such as viewing the 
autumn foliage. 


With all the help they can 
muster from surrounding 
towns, they hope to be able to 
accommodate something over 
100,000 spectators for the 
bicentennial ceremonies, but no 
more “ The rest will have to 
just keep on going,” says Mr. 
Flynn, the town manager of 
Concord. “ We are discouraging 
people from coming.”

Garozzo and Belladonna of 
the Italian Blue Team sat in the 
North-South positions in one 
room while Facchini and 
Zucchelli, the newer members 
of the Italian team, were seated 
North-South in the other room 
They were supposed to be play­ 
ing the Brazilian team, but as it 
turned out they were playing 
themselves! It wasn't until the 
match was half over that the 
mistake in seating was dis­ 
covered and corrected 


Let me explain the mechanics 
of tournament play. 


In these matches the com­ 
peting teams play the same 
hands to eliminate any element 
of luck in the deal. Four of the 
six-member team play at one 
time while two sit the matches 
out 
One pair will play the 
North-South hands in one room 
while the other pair will play 
the same hands in the East- 
West position in another room 


At the end of play, the scores 
are compared The big switch 
in IMPs comes when the North- 
South pair makes a four-heart 
contract and the East-West pair 
sets this same four-heart con­ 


tract Better yet, if they bid and 
make four spades in the East- 
West positions But this would 
be very unusual. 
Before anyone jumps to the 
conclusion that this tournament 
has been poorly organized and 
run, I would like to state my 
opinion It was The director of 
the tournament is from the 
United States and this has been 
another factor that has con­ 
tributed to the anti-American 
feeling here in the bars and 
restaurants. 
From the opening day, confu­ 
sion and .indecision have mark­ 
ed this bridge classic. Stories of 
the FBI and CIA spy operations 
have even permeated the Ber­ 
muda Bowl, For two days the 
monitors and officials witness­ 
ed rather brazen attempts at 
cheating Instead of calling a 
halt with the first incident, they 
made a federal case out of it 
What's wrong with stopping it 
right then and installing foot 
panels with the first hint of 
cheating? 
One bright spot for the U S. 
team has been the play of Bob­ 
by Wolff and Bob Hamman 
Their play has been excep­ 
tionally good 
They led the 
French team in the first 16 
hands Tuesday When they sat 
out the last half of the match, 
the French team moved ahead, 
137. 
In conclusion. I think the U.S. 
representation would do well 
not to broadside the entire 
Italian team with cheating It 
almost sounds as if the 
Americans would accuse 
Leonardo da Vinci of stealing 
his plans for the airplane from 
Lockheed or that Michelangelo 
copped his paintings on the 
Sistine Chapel from Jackson 
Pollack

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San Fernando's 71 quake: 


Everyone remembers but no one moves out 


SAN FERNANDO, Calif (U PI) - Four years 
ago when the great earthquake shook Southern 
California, 258 homes were destroyed and 1,520 
badly damaged in this little town alone 
Every house and business structure in the 
community of 17,000 felt its effects. 
Electricity, water, gas and telephones went 
out simultaneously. 
People were terrified, particularly children 
and the elderly. 
Aftershocks rumbled constantly for weeks. 
Streets that had been straight became curved 
Some got longer, others shorter. Residents 
found fences and garages were on someone 
else’s property. 
But the astonishing fact is that less than 1 per 
cent of San Fernando’s populace pulled up 
stakes and moved away. 
And City Administrator Robert E. Jam es says 
that today there is not a lot in town left vacant 
because of the quake The people rebuilt and 
repaired their homes, merchants stayed on and 
San Fernando is flourishing. 
The tremor, which registered 6.5 on the 
Richter Scale, was recorded at 6:01 a m on 
Feb 9.1971. 
It was felt 300 miles away and'jarred the 
entire 7 million population of the Los Angeles 
megapolis. Sixty-five persons were killed, 1,000 
injured and property loss came to more than $1 
billion. 
The center of the devastation was in the three 
communities of San Fernando, Sylmar and 


Mission Hills at the foot of a low mountain 
range riddled with earth faults and very much 
susceptible to future quakes. 
Jam es and other San Fernando officials do not 
find it surprising that virtually everyone stayed. 
“ You can’t run away from natural disaster,” 
Jam es said “You’ve got something —floods, 
hurricanes, twisters, fires, the risk of some 
freak of nature — wherever you go. 
“ I know of one family who went to Louisiana 
and were wiped out by Hurricane Camille 
Another moved to North Dakota and a dam 
broke near them .” 
They give full marks to the outside help the 
town received, particularly the federal Small 
Business Administration program that granted 
rebuilding loans with a $2,500 “ forgiveness” 
clause to persons whose homes and businesses 
had been severely damaged. 
In the overall quake area, the SBA approved 
75,938 applications for home loans totaling $216 
million. 
It 
approved 
453 applications 
for 
business loans totaling almost $40 million 
Jam es said there has been less than 2 per cent 
default on repayment of the loans. 
Enough time has passed now so that people 
can look back on what was a period of horror 
and remember the funny spots. 
Rudy Gunnarson, as head of the Department 
of Building and Planning, was responsible for 
exam ination 
of 
dam aged 
structures 
to 
determine 
which 
ones 
were 
unsafe 
for 
habitation. 


Gunnarson recalls that everyone was trying to 
pitch in and help, including local Boy Scouts who 
volunteered to serve evacuation notices on 
residents whose homes were badly damaged. 
“They got carried away with the project. 
Someone got hold of a Xerox machine and they 
whomped out about 5,000 evacuation notices. 
Kids 13 and 14 year old were going out and 
serving them all over the place. 
“ At my own house the fireplace had caved in 
on the living room floor and there was china and 
glass and debris all over but there was nothing 
structurally wrong with it. 
“My son had just come home from Vietnam 
and one of these kids knocked on the door. He 
looked around the room and handed my son an 
evacuation notice. It was signed ‘Gunnarson.’” 
Paul Macey, an insurance executive who was 
mayor of San Fernando at the time, was in bed 
when the quake began. 
“ My wife and I just hung on to each other,” he 
said. “ We couldn’t get out of the bed. There was 
a statue of the Blessed Virgin on a table on my 
wife’s side of the bed and it toppled over and hit 
her on the head.” 
Macey noted that virtually no one had 
earthquake insurance before the quake and even 
now very few residents have such insurance 
although it costs only about $50 a year. 
“You know, people have taken more interest 
in their town, in their government, in each 
other, as the result of that experience. San 
Fernando is a better place than it ever was.”

The C.I.A., on the other 
hand, was created to gather 
inform ation 
outside

Robert W. Kenny 


One of the most colorful figures in 
California 
politics, 
Robert 
Walker 
Kenny, "hung up his gloves" this month, 
retiring from the Los Angeles Superior 
Court. His career is sprinkled with 
"what might have beens.” 
The scion of a distinguished San 
Francisco family, he graduated at the 
age of 19 from Stanford with highest 
honors seldom equalled and promptly 
became a UP correspondent in San 
Francisco, Los Angeles and London. He 
then served as Paris correspondent for 
the Chicago Tribune before returning to 
Los Angeles as a reporter for the 
Evening Herald. 
It was at that point he took up the 
study of law, becoming a municipal 
court judge at the age of 29 and two 
years later a superior court judge. 
But 
politics 
had 
an 
irresistable 
attraction for Bob Kenny. He first 


entered the arena as a Republican, 
backing Jam es Rolph Jr., for governor 
in 1930. Two years later, heading a 
young men’s "w et" organization called 
the "Crusaders” he swung behind State 
Senator Tallant Tubbs for the U.S. 
Senate. 
In 
1938, 
finding 
the 
bench 
too 
sedentary, he ran for the state senate 
seat for Los Angeles County. In winning 
he gave up a $10,000 a year office for one 
which paid $100 a month. 
In that same year, having changed his 
registration to Democratic, he threw his 
support to Culbert L. Olson for governor 
and at same time embarrassed Olson 
by endorsing Republican Earl Warren 
for attorney general. It was to be only 
one of many actions wherein Kenny 
demonstrated an unusual independence 
from party regimentation. 
Although Bob served only one term in 


the state senate he was a forceful 
influence in that house and, undoubtedly 
because 
of 
his 
own 
newspaper 
background, was extremely popular 
with the Capitol reporters. He was also 
an enigma to Olson who found him 
battling in his behalf at one moment and 
fighting him just as hard at another. 
Not generally known is that Kenny and 
Warren had an affinity dating back to 
their days in the district attorney’s 
office of their respective counties. It 
was the 
reason for Kenny’s 
1938 
endorsement of Warren. In repayment 
Warren tipped Kenny that he would seek 
the governorship in 1942 and urged him 
to make the run to succeed him as 
attorney 
general, 
which 
he 
did 
successfully. 
Kedny was an outstanding attorney 
general. Possessed of an ability to sight 
read 
and 
almost total 
recall, 
he 


improvised in a nation that has no such 
tradition. Other democracies would 
have 
a 
collectivized 
leadership of 
elected 
representatives 
under 
a 
chairman (prime minister) capable of 
enacting comprehensive programs We 
don’t 
have 
that 
machinery 
and 
congressional 
initiative 
has 
been . 
eroding for years. On the other hand, 
there is a lot of goodwill for Jerry Ford, 
a 
consequent 
(perhaps 
temporary) 
absence of partisanship, and a real 
fright over the worsening situation. The 
nicest thing a politician can be asked to 
do is to cut taxes. The difficulty, as it is 
quite easy to see, is to meet the next 
problem if the tax cut stimulus takes 
effect and inflation again becomes the 
principal danger. 
Economic distress isn’t confined to 
America; the well-edited Economist, of 
London, observes that "the stage is once 
again set for the long-expected crisis ... 
The break in Britain’s economy and its 
currency may be only days away ... 
Britain cannot go on with a 20 to 25 per 
cent a year inflation in a world recession 
..." Italy is in worse plight. Observers 
watch carefully; will some key bank 
fail, a great business house collapse; a 
desperate nation slap on a Hawley- 
Smoot tariff; will the international 
banking system buckle; will war break 
out? The situation in the Middle East is 
ominous, 
and 
last 
week 
Moscow 
suddenly called off the 1972 trade 
agreement 
that 
was 
supposed 
to 
promote trade and detente, and increase 
Jewish emigration from Russia 
An 
interference 
with 
Soviet 
domestic 
affairs, Moscow said. 
Short of war it is hard to think of a 
time where it was more important to 
close ranks and get America’s internal 
affairs in order. 


few years ago this kind of practice 
became a public issue in the Ventura 
River 
Municipal 
Water 
District. 
Depending on the accounting method 
used, the district’s recreation facility at 
Lake Casitas was either in the black or 
in the red. With that at stake, the 
argument grew over the percentage of 
money to be charged against revenues 
as 
the 
expense 
for 
figuring 
the 
recreation facility’s budget. 
It remains to be seen how cooperative 
the city and school district can be. The 
district’s board room with capacity for 
only about 70 persons is not suitable for 
all council meetings. School district- 
oriented individuals have expressed 
some pessimism about the fruits to be 
gained from joint concepts. As one put 
it, "past experience has been that joint 
use by the two bodies has been all ‘take’ 
by the city." I could think of a lot of 
ways in which the two bodies could 
share facilities and equipment, but most 
of them probably would never come to 
pass.

summary 
analysis of every new law which he 
made available to California attorneys. 
He could have retained the office 
indefinitely but Democratic leaders, 
seeking 
a 
formidable 
opponent to 
Warren’s bid for reelection, pushed a 
feint hearted Kenny into the race 
against his old friend. It was a dismal 
failure, Warren capturing both party 
nominations in the primary. 
As it is Kenny has been an outstanding 
jurist, sandwiched in a remarkable 
career. But it will be his exceptionally 
astute witticisms for which he will most 
often be remembered. When the first 
lobby "reform " act was passed in the 
1950’s 
Kenny 
quipped, 
"We 
have 
reformed ourselves into the hands of our 
executioners.” One wonders what he has 
to say about the latest lobby reform act 
now the subject of court actions. 
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
